REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

In a paper dated September 4, 2007 (copy enclosed), the Office of Patent Publication 
indicated that the Applicant is given 60 days from the mailing date thereof to correct certain 
informalities, namely, failure to submit a petition, petition fee, and color drawing paragraph 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.84(a). 

Applicants have reviewed the application and note that the section entitled "Brief 
Description of the Drawings," at page 6, lines 2-4, already contains a paragraph indicating that 
the application includes color photographs. However, there are slight discrepancies between the 
language of that paragraph and the language recited in 37 C.F.R. § 1.84. Accordingly, 
Applicants are amending the application as indicated above. 

Applicants respectfully submit that no petition or petition fee are required under the rules, 
as this application is related to an application in which the petition and fee were previously 
submitted to the Office. In particular, this application is a division of Application No.

A set of 
color photographs and petition, with supporting petition fee, were submitted in connection with 
the application that became the 419 patent. For the convenience of the Patent Office, we now 
enclose a copy of the petition and the Order granting the petition in that earlier-filed related 
application. 

Accordingly, Apphcants respectfully submit that the only thing arguably due at this time 
is an amendment to the specification to conform the "color drawing paragraph" to the language 
of 37 C.F.R. § 1.84. If the Office disagrees, Applicants respectfully ask the Office to treat 
the present document as a petition for permission to include color photographs, for the 
reasons set forth in the petition filed in the aforementioned ancestor application.
